corresponds to the tuned channel.

5 Also, if the data type is determined to be new, the processor 18 executes 
data guide software to generate or update a menu 32 containing that data type. 
The operator interface module 21 can display the menu 32 at any time the user 
selects. The operator interface module 21 can be in the form of, for example, a 
U computer monitor, a television screen, a liquid crystal display screen of a cellular 
CJlr^ 10 telephone or personal digital assistant, or the like. The menu 32 could be displayed 
on a designated channel to which the user could tune when desired. Using a 
peripheral input device (not shown) associated with the operator interface module 
21, such as a mouse, trackball, keyboard, remote control, or touch screen, a user 
can scroll through the displayed menu 32 and select the channel of interest. Once a 
15 particular channel is selected the processor 18 then directly connects the user to the 
desired channel, or if a website is selected, to the desired website. A representative 
menu 32 generated by the processor 18 is depicted in Figure 4.
